Protest Moat Vigorously Against
Cer:aln Statements That

Attorney-General Bellinger prolests
most vigorously against certain state-
ments that have been made in ooonce-
tion with the pardon of Col. Neal. He
does 80 beosuse of his boing the ohief
officer in ohargo of the proscoution of
Colonel Neal. Here is his statement:
“*While the case of the state vs. W.
A. Neal wasstill within the control of
the ocourts I felt that propristy, if wot
justice, diotated that the prosecuting
officer should remain silent as to certain
statomonts made in bohalf of the de-
fendant through the jpublie yprints,
oriticising the wotives of the prozceu-
tion, impugning the impartislity of the
pteaiding judge aud teudivg to mislead
the univformed publio a+ 10 the faots
of the oase; but inssmuch as the gov-
ernor has granted a full, unconditional

First. That the petitions were num+
erously sigoed ‘‘by gentloman of the
highest reputation snd standing.” This
reeson is foreeful possibly beoauss “‘the
voioe of the pco‘le is the voice of God™
to the audito. whose worship is direct-
ed in a certain direotion.

Scoond. The surcties of the offisial
bond of Nea! urged the pardon upon
the ground that the defendsant had re-
paid them what they were ocompelled
to pay the stste on account of his de-
faloation. This resson would itself be
conclusive if the prosecutions had been
brought by the state for the benefit of
these bondsmen.

Third, It seems tobe taken for grant-
¢d that humilistion and repentance for
the deeds doue in the body are satis-
faotion before the law for the violation
of the oriminal statutes of the siate.

Were the governor, uoder our 0oo-
stitution, clothed with the priesty pow
or of absolution on account of a change
of heart and a premise of a better life,
this resson wou.d perhaps have weight,
but one can soarsely throw off the con-
viotion that had this penitent beon
friendless and weak he wounld have
been left to the ohain gang to *'bring
forth fruits meot for repentancs.

As it would be an injustice to oon
cludo that the reasons for grantisg the
pardon are fully set ous in the state-
went above auvalyz:d, I ehall look to
the allcgaticns of tho potition snd the
statemonts containcd in the letters
handed out by the governor for publioa-
tion and mske such ruanirg comment
a8 appers Lo me pertinent.
